This hold gave the champion 
his "nom-de-guerre" but it was declared 
an unfair hold and has been banned 
from the game.

MAKING GOOD PROGRESS 



Efforts in New Field is 
Little Known to Our 



MANY ARE ENROLLED 

The Depni-tment of University K\ 
fusion was organized at the BUM 
Hi t y in the spring of 1919. and actual- 
Is BBBBBi BM BBffli in September. 1 «* l ;» 
The first year of the work was devoted 
BUgsjtj M petting started in correspon- 
denre courses. 

Seventy-live courses, mostly in the 
College of Arts and Sciences were 
offered, and during the first year more 
than 200 students were enrolled in reg- 
ular college courses, and in addition 
seventy live men were enrolled in a 
vocational course in Mining as candi- 
dates for mine foremen in the various 
mines of the State. 

A special course in the Psychology 
of Advertising attended by some seven- 
ty-five Lexington business men, was 
conducted in the CJity of Lexington, 
the instruction being given by Dr. John 
J. Tigert, head of the Department of 
Psychology. Also during the first year 
considerable stimulus was given to 
lecture work and during the course of 
the year a considerable number of lec- 
tures were given over the State by 
members of the University staff. Work 
in community drama was organized 
and conducted through the Department 
by Miss Frances Jewell of the Knglish 
Department. 

At the beginning of the second year, 
plans were made for an Interscholas- 
tic League for Debate and Athletics. 
This was accomplished by a coopera- 
tive arrangement between the Depart- 
ment of University Extension, the De- 
partment of English and the Depart- 
ment of Physical Education. The In- 
terscholastic League, conducted by W. 
H. MJkesell, is well under way. A State 
Tournament will be held on May 7 
for Debate and for Track Athletics, 



under ||M direction of S. A. Holes. 
This is expected lo he an event of 
importan. •<• during the year The ques- 
tion announced for dehate has to do 
with compulsory arbitration of labor 
disputes between employers and em- 

BjBffM of public utilities and large 
pi ins have heen made to furnish data 
to He various schools participating in 
the League. 

Of considerable importance I* the 
work of the Department in organizing 
extension class instruction at various 
points over the State. Already five 
centers have been organized and more 
are being contemplated for organiza- 
tion In the near future. Class instruc- 
tion in university subjects is being con- 
ducted at Covington. Frankfort. Paris, 
Versailles and there is also an exten- 
sion class at Lexington, attended feg 
teachers from Nicholnsvillo, Lawrence- 
hurg, and surrounding neighborhood. 

Another important phase of the De- 
partment Is the initiation of secondary 
instruction for the public school 
teachers of the Stale, in order to aid 
them In meeting the requirements of 
the new law which exacts of them a 



hlKh school education phis one year's 
professional training by the year 1926. 
This program is being undertake, at 
the request of the State Superinten- 
dent of S( bonis, and consists of two 
parts, first, correspondence courses in 
high school 



subjects. 

Its limitations are, first, the limita- 
tions of the 1'niversiity, to engage in
